Tuts Reſolution being e to his Majeſty 
the Twenty ſeyenth of April, 1664. he was there- 
upon p pleaſed to renew his Inſtances with the States 
for the Satisfaction ſo long demanded, with more Vi- 
gour than ever; inſomuch, that in an Audience of 
the Twenty fifth of June following, he told the 
Dutch Ambaſſador, That it was not to be ſufer'd, 
that the Dutch Weſt-India Company, only by the 
means of a few ew Forts, and three or four Ships, 
ſhould pretend to render the Coaſts of Africa z mnacceſ* 
ſible to all others, by blocking up the Havens againſt 
their Commerce, and keeping them off, and driving 
them from every Place. But the States turned a deaf 
Ear to all theſe Remonſtrances: The Loſſes of our 
Merchants amounted to too great a Sum to be caſily 
reimburſed, and the Advantages of the Trade to 
Africa, canld they have wholly engroſs'd and ſe- 
cured. the ſame to themſelves, were too great and 
important to be willingly parted with : And there- 
fore, inſtead of ſhewing any Inclination to give the 
requiſite Satisfaction on either of thoſe Heads, chey 
choſe to renew their Attacle upon the Engliſh in 
Africa with more Reſolution than ever, under the 
Conduct of their Admiral DeRayrer, as aforeſaid.

ficult, chargeable, and hazardous, by the Jong War 
which enſued with: France : Let nevertheleſs the 
{aid Company never ceaſed their Care and Endea- 
vours for the Service of their Country, till they 
had compleatly finiſh'd their ſaid Undertakings, and 
thereby put the Engliſß Intereſt, on this Part of the 
Coaſt of Africa, on an equal Foot with the Dutch, 
and much ſuperior to that of any other Nation 
whatſoever. All which they effected during the 
ſhort Time that they were permitted- to enjoy the 
Privileges granted them by their Charter. 


O the North Coaſt, where it was natural to think 


the Company ſhould have met with leſs Oppoſition, 


and more Succeſs, Matters did not ſucceed altoge- 


ther to their Wiſhes. The Dutch Weſt-India Com- 


pany were in Poſſeſſion of the Forts of Arguin and 


Goree ; the French Senegal Company (which was eſta- 
bliſhed Anno 1673.) were in Poſſeſſion of a ſinall 
Fort on an Iſland within the Bar, in the River Ce- 
negal ; and the Royal African Company of England 
had one ſinall Fort in the River Gambia, and ano- 
ther Settlement in the River Sierraleon. And in 
this Situation Affairs continued till about the Year 
1677. and the Companies of each Nation traded 


freely to all Places on the open Coaſt, (not in the 


actual Poſſeſſion of any of the others,) from Cape 
Blanco to Cape Mount.

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Ix the Year 1677, and 1698. the French took the 
Dutch Forts on the Iſlands of Arguin and Goree, 


which ſoon after were yielded to France by the Trea- 
ty of Nemiguen: And in the Year 1685 the French 


King, judging the Grant to the Senegal Company, 
which extended from Cape Blanco to the Cape of 


Good-Hope, too large, reſtrained that Company to 
that Part of the Coaft, which extends from Cape 
Blanco to the River Szerraleon, and erected another 


Company, which was called the Guinea Company, 


and gave and granted unto them, the ſole Trade 


to and from all that Part of che Coaſt, which extends

Hope. And from this Time the French. Trade to 
Africa was managed. and acted on 15 thoſe uo 
diſtinè Cumpanier. 
Txt laſt of theſe Companies ge no great Pro- 
greſs in their Trade, till about the .Year 1702. that 


the Freuch King gave them the Cantract, which he 
had made with Spain, for introducing a certain Num- 


ber of Negroes yearly into the Spaniſh Weſft-Tn- 
dies. But that Contract being afterwards transferred 


to Great Britain, by the Treaty of Utrecht, the

As for the Senegal Company, they were ſcarcely 
warm in their new Poſſeſſions, before they ſet up a 


Claim to all that Part of the Coaſt, which extends 
from Cape Blanco tothe Riyer Gambia, comprehend-

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ing above v hundred Miles in Length. In the 
Year 1681. they would fain have Hinder'd the 
Royal African Company of England's Ships from 
trading all along that Coaft; But not being as 
yet in a Condition to conteſt that Point with them, 
they dropp'd their Pretentions againſt them for that 
Time. In the Years 1683, 1684, and 1685. they 
ſeig d and confiſcated ſeveral Ships belonging to 
the Portugueſe, Dutch, and Pruſſians. And in 
the laſt of thoſe Years, they renew'd their Claim 
againſt the Royal African Company. From which 
Time they continued to give them frequent Interrup- 
tions in their Trade, till at laſt a War broke out 
between the two Nations, which, together with 
the Difficulties the Company fell under at Home 
ſoon after, put it in a manner wholly. out. of their 
Power to affert and maintain their ows and their 
Country's Rights againſt ſuch ZEncroachments, as 
otherwiſe they might and. would undoubtedly haye 
done. 

Tux Loſſes and Damages which the Company 
ſuſtained, during the Courſe of this War, were 
more and greater than can be eaſily imagi d. But 
one of the chiefeſt was the Loſs of their Fort in 
the River Gambia, Anno 1695. which by the Neg- 
ligence of their Seryants, making no Defence, was 
taken and plunder'd by a Squadron of French Men 
of War, and all the Fortifications demoliſh'd and 
razed to the Ground. And, as a farther Addition 
to this Misfortune, when the Company came to take 
Poſſeſſion thereof again, after the Peace, they found

the French ſettled in : River, and claiming an equal 
Share of the Trade thereof wh themſelves. _ 

In the Year 1697. the Parliament having taken 
the Trade to Africa into their Conſideration, thought 
fit, as a further Means of inlarging and improving 
the ſame, to lay the ſaid Trade open to all his Ma- 
jeſty's Subjects for Thirteen Tears, and from thence 
to the End of the next Se/lion of Parliament; and in 
regard that the Royal African Company of England 
had been at the Charge of building and maintaining 
a conſiderable Number of Forts and Caſtles on the 
ſaid Coaſt, which the Parliament likewiſe judged ne- 
ceſſary to be kept up and maintain'd in future, for 
the Preſeryation and better carrying on the ſaid Trade, 
they were further pleaſed to impoſe a Duty of Ten 
per Cent. ad Valorem, on all Goods and Merchan- 
dize exported to Africa, during the ſaid Term, to 
be anſwer'd and paid to the ſaid Company for en- 
abling them to keep and maintain their ſaid Forts 
and Caſtles. 
Tus Act continued in Force from the 24th of 
June 1698. to the 24th of June 1712. in which 
Time the Charges which the Company were at, in 
maintaining their ſaid Forts and Caſtles amounted, at 
a Medium, to about 20,000 J. per Annum; and in 
fourteen Years to 280, ooo /. in the Whole. The Duty 
which the /eparate Traders paid in the ſame Time, a- 
mounted in the whole to 73,78 5 L 10 5. 6 d. 2, and no 
more; and Ten per Cent. upon the Company's own 
Exports for the ſame Time, amounted to the Sum

Total of the Ten per Cent. Duty, came very much 


ſhort of half the Charges and Expences, which the 
Company were at in keeping and maintaining their 
ſaid Forts and Caſtles. 

Sixck the Expiration of this Act, in 1712. to 
this Day, which is ſeventeen Years and upwards, 
all others his Majeſtyꝰs Subjects have traded as free- 
Y and openly to all Parts of Africa, as they did or 
might do, under the Authority of the ſaid Act; and 
the ſaid Company have, at their oαNhcT sole Cot and 
Charge, born and defrayed. the Charges and Ex- 
pences of keeping and maintaining their ſaid Forts 
and Caſtles, which, at a very moderate Computa- 
tion, has amounted to above 250,000 J. By which 
means, and by the extravagant Riſe in the Prices 
of Negroes at Anamaboe, and other Places on the 


Coaſt, and by the Decay of the Gold Trade which 


has enſued thereupon, the Proprietors of the Com- 
| pany here at home, have for many Years paſt been 
| obliged, either to raiſe ſundry great Sums of Money, 
for keeping and maintaining their ſaid Forts and 


Caſtles, without receiving any Profit from the Trade 


in return for the ſame, or to run the Riſque not on- 
ly of loſing all the Money, which they have from 
Time to Time raiſed and expended for ſupporting 
their own Property, but of becoming Acceſſaries to 
the iutire Loſs of the Trade to Africa, and conſe- 
quently to the atter Ruin of all our Colonies and 
Plantations in America, by relinquiſhing and aband.- 

oning

Fo two handed and fifty Your paſt it has been 
the conflant Pol cx of all ſuch European Nations, 
as haye been ſo fortunate as to make. any new DI 
coveries, and to gain any eſfabliſh*d. Power and 

Authority in remote and Barbarous Countries, to 
build and maintain Forts and Caſtles; and in virtue 
of ſuch Poſeſſions, to claim a Right to whole Kj ing- 
doms, and to Tracts of Land of a vaſt Extent, and 
to ExcLup all other Nations from. trading in, to, 
or from them. 

By this Method, the Portugueſe long enjoyed the 

=. whole Trade to Aer and to the Eaſt Indies. 
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By this Method, the Spaniards for many Years 
claimed and engrofſed almoſt the whole Continent of 
America, and moſt of the 1/lands near r adjacent there- 
to, to themſelves. 

By this Method, the Hollanders have render'd them- 
ſelves abſolute Maſters of all thoſe Iſlands in the 
Eaſt, which produc Cinnamon, Cloves, Nutmegs, 
and Mace, and from them ſupply the whole IV u 
with thoſe Commodities, by ſuch 
at ſuch Prices as they think fit. 

By this Method, the /ame People, for ſome Time 
before and after the Year 1660, attempted to gain 
the whole and intire Poſſeſſion of the moſt valuable 
Parts of the Coaſt of Africa, and to Excrupe this 
Nation from any Part, Share, or Intereſt therein; 
and thereby brought upon themſelyes a War _ 
this Kingdom in 1664. 

BETORE the African Company had built a

In thoſe Places where other Nations have Forts and 
Caſtles, and the Royal Afri ican Company have none, 
there all Britiſþ private Traders are either ab/0- 
lutely denied the Liberty of T rading. or their $ DIps 
are actually taken and confiſcated.

Fox the better ſupporting of Forts and Caſtles 


in Africa, his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has not only 


given and granted unto the India Company of Paris 


the whole and ſole Trade of that Coaſt, from Cape 


Blanco to the Cape of Good- Ho; ope, but likewiſe al- 
lows them the following great and extraordinary 
Privileges and Encouragements, viz. An Exemption 
from all Duties fon Merchandize exported zo Africa 
and to the French Iſlands and Colonies in America: 
An Exemption from half the Cuſtoms of all Goods 
and Merchandize imported from Africa; and from 
half the Cuſtoms on all Sugars, and other Merchan-

| Now, as it is evident, that the Recovery of this 
Trade out of the dangerous and precarions State and 
Condition to which it was reduced about the Year 
1660, is wholly and ſolely owing to the Care which 
the Company took, and to the vaſi Charge and Expence 
which they were at for manyZears together, in building 
and maintaining a proper Number of Forts and Caſtles 
on the Coaſt of Africa, the faid Company do like- 
wiſe apprehend that there is no Man, if he will 
give himfelf the Trouble to conſider theſe Facts 
fairly, and to reaſon juftly upon them, but muſt own, 
that he Safety and Preſervation of our Trade to 
Africa, agamſt the Pretenſions and Encroachments 
of ſuch Nations, as are ſtrongly ſettled in thoſe Parts, 
depends abſolutely upon our keeping up and maintain- 
ing the ſaid Company's Forts and Caſtles on the ſame 
Coaſt, in a defenſible Condition. , ER 
Tais Point, therefore, being thus eſtabliſhed upon 
the ſtrongeſt Evidence that Matters of this Nature 
are capable of, the next Thing that remains to be

WuiLz the Company enjoyed the whole and {ole 
Tradeto Africa, they purchaſed, built, and maintain'd 
their ſaid Forts and Caſtles at their own ſole Coſt and 
Charge, and have thereby acquir'd anundoubted Right 
and Property in and to them. The Charges of keeping 
them from the Year 1672. to the Year 1698. could not 
be leſs than 1 5,000 J. per Annum, which in twenty fix 
Years amounts to the Sum of 390,000 ]. The Charges 
for the next fourteen Years, viz. from 1698, to 1712. 
at 20,000 J. per Annum, (deducting the Amount of 
the Duty which the /eparate Traders paid in the 
fame Time,) came to about 206,000 J. And the 
Charges, which the Company have been at on the 
ſame Account for ſeyenteen Years laſt paſt, reckon- 
ing but 15,000 J. per Annum, comes to 255,000 /, 
which three Sums make together the Sum of 8 5 1,000 .

Caſtles for. the next ſucceeding fourteen Years, in 
hopes that the Duty of Ten per Cent. upon their 
own and the ſeparate Traders Exports to Africa 
would have fully defrayed that Charge, as the Par- 
Lament undoubtedly intended it ſhould; and altho' 
the Company, for the Preſervation of their own 
Property, as well as for the Protection of the Trade, 
have continued to keep up and maintain their ſaid 
Forts and Caſtles for ſeyenteen Years paſt, at their 
own /ole Coſt and Charge, whereby they have ex- 
pended in the Service of their Country above 250,000 /. 
yet ſurely no Man will pretend to ſay, That the 
Company ſhould now be forced to part with their 
Property in their ſaid Forts and Caſtles, without a 
Conſideration ſuitable and proportionable to thoſe 
great Sums of Money which they haye expended 
in purchaſing, erecting, and maintaining them; or, 
That while the Trade to Africa remains free and 
open to all others his Majeſty's Subjects, the Com- 
pany ſhould be obliged to keep and maintain the ſaid 
Forts and Caſtles at their own ſole Coſt and Charge. 
"Theſe are Notions ſo contrary, ſo diametrically op- 
polite to the ſovereign and immutable Laws of Fuſa 
tice and Equity, that whatever ſome few particular 
Perſons may imagine, the Company are ſure, they will

never meet with the leaſt Encouragement amongſt 
the honeſt and impartial Part of Mankind. | 

As for the Company and the /eparate Traders 
contributing to this Expence, in proportion to the 
Value of their ſeveral and reſpective Exports to 
Africa, it muſt be confeſſed, that it is a common 
Maxim, That every Trade ought to bear its own 
Burden. But the Company apprehend, and they 
believe the ſeparate Traders, how much ſoe ver they 
may pretend to differ with them in other Points, 
will concur with them in this, That this Maxim 
is not always and univerſally true, or that it wants 
a more particular Explanation. When the Trade 
to Africa was laid open, in the Year 1698. the Prices 
of Negroes on the Coaſt were incomparably lower, 
and the Demand for them by other Nations, as well 
as our own, not near ſo great as now; And then poſ- 
ſibly the Trade might afford to pay a Duty for this 
| Purpoſe, and thoſe concerned might get a reaſon- 
able Profit for themſelves: And while the Trade 
continued upon this Foot, it might well enough 
bear its own Burden; becauſe there was Kill ſuffi- 
cient Encouragement left for Merchants to venture 
their Eftates therein, But the Circumſtances of this 
Trade are ſo much alter'd ſince, by the great Ad- 
vance in the Price of Negroes on the Coaſt, and by 
the Increaſe of the Demand for them by this, as well 
as other Nations, that it is very much to be doubt- 
ed, whether the moſt frugal Trader to Africa can 
pretend with any Certainty to clear Six per Cent. upon 


the Out- Sets of any Negroe Voyage, and therefore 
Ho. the 
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the Company apprehend, that to lay any Duty or 
Burden on ſuch a Trade, cannot be warranted by 
the general Maxim ; becauſe ſuch a Duty would 
in Effect amount to a Prohibition of the Trade, and 
conſequently would deſtroy the very End for which 
it was given: Beſides, when other Nations are gi- 
ving all poſſible Encouragement to their Subjects to 
furniſh their Plantations plentifully with Negroes, 
it is not to be imagined that this Nation will con- 
ſent to lay any Diſcouragement on thoſe, who are 
to farniſh ours with the ſame Commodity. 

Bur if it be conſidered, that when we ſay that 
every Trade ought to bear its own Burden, the true 
and genuine Meaning thereof can be no other but 
this; That all thoſe who partake of the Benefits and 
| Advaritages of any Trade, ought to contribute to 

ſuch Charges, as are abſolutely neceſſary for the Pre- 
ſervation of the Whole 3 the Maxim muſt be allow'd 
to carry great Force and Weight with it. But then 
the Company conceive it will only affect hemſelves 
and the ſeparate Traders, as a Part of a much grea- 
ter and more conſiderable Body : For, if it be con- 
ſidered, that the Safery and Preſervation of the 
Trade to Africa, depends upon our keeping up and 
maintaining a certain Number of Forts and Caftles, in 
Proportion to the Power of ſuch other Rival Na- 
Z20ns, as are ſtrongly ſettled in the ſame Parts; If 
the Preſervation and Improvement of all our Colo- 
nes and Plantations in America depends upon the 
Preſeruation of the Trade to Africa; as they are ſup- 
plied with Negroes from thence, without which they 
could 
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could raiſe neither Sugar, nor Tobacco, nor Indigo, 
nor Rice, nor Cotton, nor Ginger, nor any other 
Commodities of the Growth of thoſe Colonies ; If 
upon the Preſervation and Improvement of the 
Trade to Africa and the Weſt-Indies, the Conſump- 
tion of above one Half of our Manufactures, and 
the Imploymeut of above one Half of our Shipping 
and Navigation, intirely depends; If the Value of 
Lands in Britain do, and always muſt 27% and fall 
in proportion as our Manufactures and Navigation 
are encouraged or diſcouraged ; And if the Cuſtoms, 
and other Publick Revenues muſt zxacreaſe or de- 
creaſe, as the Trade to Africa, and the Plantations 
is better or worſe protected and ſupported ; In a 
Word, if there be any Truth or Weight in theſe and 
the like Conſiderations, it is then evident, that there 
3s not a Man in this Kingdom, from the higheſt to 
the loweſt, who does not more or leſs partake of the 
Benefits and Advantages of the Royal African Com- 
pany?s Forts and CasTLEs in Africa; and who 
would not be a Sufferer or Loſer, in Proportion to 
His Rank and Circumſtances, ſhould the ſaid Forts 
and CAs r L Es be abandon'd, or come under the Power, 
or fall into the Hands of any Foreign Nation. And 
if ſo, it is then ſubmitted, Whether, according to the 
Maxim above mention'd, the African Company alone, 
or the Separate Traders alone, or both together, or 
whether the Publick, that is, the whole Body of 
the People of this Realm, ought to bear and contri- 
bute to the neceſſary Charges, aud Expences of the 


aid Forts and Caſtles ? 
| THE

THz Reſolution of theſe Queſtions is ſo plain and 
obvious, that it were only to miſpend Time, to 
ſay, which ought to bear this Expence. The only 
Objection of any Weight that has been made to it, 
1s, that there is no Precedent for the Publick's ma- 
king any Allowance for the Support and Preſer- 
vation of any Trade. But the Anfwer to this is ea- 
ſy : For, were it really ſo, chat there never was a 
Precedent for ſuch an Allowance from the Publick 5 
it is likewiſe certain, that there never was a Caſe 
parallel to this of the African Company : And new 
and extraordinary Caſes are always allow'd to be 
ſufficientWarrants for ſetting new Precedents for Poſe - 
terity. But, if Precedents are the only Things 
wanting to induce the Publick to come into ſuch 
an Allowance, it is conceived that ſeveral ſuch may 
be eaſily produced. Jamaica, the Leewara-1ſlands, 
New-Zork, Bermudas, and Providence, are ſettled 
and eſtabliſhed Governments; they have Power to 
raiſe Money within themſelves for their own Pro- 
tection and Defence, and ſome of them are very 
able to do it, and yet ſo good and indulgent zs the 
Government to them, that the Parliament grants 
ſundry confiderable Sums every Year for their Eu- 
couragement and Protection. The Garriſons at 
Annapolis Royal and Placentia are kept for the Pro- 
tection of New England and the Fiſheries 5 and 
yet they are kept at the Publick Charge, and the 
Parliament grants Money every Year for thoſe 
Services. Gibraltar and Port Mahon are kept for 


the Security and Protection of our Trade in the Me. 
diterranean 
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diterranean 5 and the Parliament grants large Sum. 
every Year for their Maintenance and Support, with- 
out obliging any of the Merchants trading to thoſe 
Parts to pay or contribute any Thing thereto, If 
Precedents therefore are of any Uſe in this Caſe, 
the Company apprehend: that .theſe are ſtrong in 
their Fayour: For, if the Government thinks fit to 
be at an Expence for the Protection of ſeveral par- 
ticular Colonies, then much more may the Compa- 
ny hope for the like Indulgence, for the Preſervation 
of a Trade, upon which the Welfare and Proſpe- 
rity of all his Majeſty's Colonies and Plantations in 
America does in ſ#:great a Meaſure depend. If the 
Parliament thinks fit to be at a very great annual 
Expence for keeping Gibraltar and Port Mahon, 
for the Protection of our Trade in the Mediterra- 
nean, then much more may the Company hope to 
be indulged with a /mall Allowance, for the Pre- 
fer vation of the Trade to Africa, upon which more 
depends, than upon all the other Branches of our F. 6. 
bs Trade put together.
